needs much development to put it into shape, irrigation, drainage and clear 


ing projects must be carried out if the land is to 
he made available 
for 
cultivation. 


The chief need right now, Mr. Lane points out, is for a comprehensive 
plan and funds to work it out. The nation must know before its soldiers re­ 


turn J ust 
where the land worth developing lies, 
what treatment it needs, 


and how to go about 
developing it. Then the returned soldier 
can choose 
for him self the kind of land he wants to work with. The government must 


be ready not only to point ouj 
available land, but also to help the soldier- 


farmer In every way with 
financial loans, scientific knowledge and up-to- 
date machinery. 


This problem of returning the soldiers to the normal daily life of the 
nation without economic 
disturbance is ours to face now. Past ex perience 


has shown that the strenuous outdoor life of the soldier especially fits him 


for work on the land when he returns to civilian life. Canada and England 


have worked out successful solutions for their present needs. We can and 
m ust do the same for ourselves. 


It is no charitable 
arrangement for the benefit of the soldier citizen. 


The initial ex pense to the government will be more than repaid by the in­ 
crease of national resources 
and the self-respect and the happiness of our 
population. 


The war will have done America one great favor if it impels us to the 
reclam ation of agricultural 
lands that are now barren. 
It will send hun­ 
dreds of thousands of our people back to the soil. It will give us more farms, 


doubtless it will give us smaller farms, and it will make for more intensive 


cultivation. It will largely 
answer the question, What will America do when 
It has become as thickly populated as Europe, when it has as many people 


to the square mile as Germany, Belgium, France and England?

They 
suffered much persecution and many 
left their homes. 
In 1734 84 families 
emigrated from Siiesia to Pennsyl­ 
vania and settled in Montgomery and 
Berks counties. 
They have in this 
country six churches and 1,043 mem 
hers.

MONEY ORDERS GOOD IN FRANCE. 
r 
How to send money to a soldier in France In case of need, has puzzled 
many parents and relatives of the American Ex peditionary Force. 
There 


are several ways, but a certain and easy way is to use United States Postal 
Money Orders. They can he cashed readily and easily by any payee. Here is 
the way to do it, according to an ofliciul statement by Postma Her 
W. B. 
Carlile of Chicago: 


“ Money orders issued in the United States payable to members of the 
American Ex peditionary Forces are made out on domestic forms precisely 
the same as if they were drawn on offices in this country. Such orders are 


ail drawn on *U. S. Army Postal Service’ without indicating the name of any 
postoffice abroad. 


“ The orders are, of course, to delivered to the remitters to he mailed 
by them to the payee precisely as any other mail would be addressed. It is 


necessary, however, in any such case that the remitter furnish the full mili­ 
tary description of the payee, that is, the company, regiment, and branch of 
the service to which he Is attached. 


“ There are many branches of the U. S. Army Postal Service and a mon­ 


ey order drawn 
thereon is payable atany of them. It should he ex plained, 
however, that the postal service in France has been 
militarized, 
which 
means ¿ hat the distribution of the mail has been taken over by the military 


authorities. The Postoffice Department distributes and pouches the mail in 
4 
the United States but the War Department carries it on transports and dis­ 
tributes it to the soldiers abroad. The entire administration of the money 
order service, however, still remains under the Postoffice Department. 


“ The Secretary of War has ex plained that owing to the fact that 
the 
military uuits were moving constantly from place to place, the changes be­ 


ing concealed from everybody ex cept the particular commanding office, 
it 
was necessary to let the mail follow the distribution of supplies. No doubt 


the soldier at the front to whom a money order is delivered will turn 
the 


order over to the company mail orderly to have it collected and the amount 
thereof given to him. This office was Informed some time ago that the pay-| 
m eats were made in France in the money of that country.”

"In v iew of the urg ent necessity 
for prom pt increase In the v olum e 
of production of nearly ev ery article 
required for the conduct of the war, 
v ig ilance is dem anded of all those in

to protect labor should be unwisely 
and unnecessarily broken down." 
This sentence sounds the keynote 
of the industrial policy of the two 
g reat div isions of the United Slates 
A r m y .—today

contracts of fabulous size and v alue 
— the Ordnance Departm ent and the 
Q uarterm aster’s 
Departm ent. 
In 
"General 
Order* 
No. 
13,” 
from 
w h ich this sentence is 
quoted, 
is­ 
sued not long ag o by the Ordnance 
D epartm en t and later 
adopted

the Quarterm aster General, are set 
forth in som e detail the principles 
of this policy, and in no uncertain 
w ords the reason for Us existence. 
"It is a fair assum ption." it g oes on 
to say, "that for the m ost part these 
safeg uards are th e m ech anism s of 
efficiency.
